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Who Rubs 
Our Schools?

“It was a matter on which action was taken and that is the 
end of it.” 

And that - almost - was the only comment Frank R. Locke, 
chairman of the school committee, made when asked about 
the recent dismissal of a high school teacher. 

Jeanne Carter, an English teacher at the high school since 
1970, was dismissed at a school committee meeting on June 
27. The seven member vote was unanimous. 

Locke did say, in answer to our inquiry, that he had been a 
member of the school committee “for, uh... about five or six 
years and chairman for three years.” 

The quickest and most emphatic response from Locke 
came when he learned we were doing a story on the Carter 
dismissal. 

“WHY”? 

Why? Well... because we are the newspaper for this 
community and we consider that, within the bounds of 
decency and libel, we are free to print what we believe to be 
the truth. 

We also - unfortunately - have elected officials and ad¬ 
ministrators that are free to evade responsibility for seeing 
that the truth is printed about what happens in the com¬ 
munity. 

Locke went on to say that the school committee held closed 
hearings and that no member of the school committee would 
discuss the hearings with us; that anything we printed 
“would be hearsay, not facts.” 

Since we - including the youngsters in school - know (and 
we are assuming that Locke knows) today’s political climate 
is such that President Nixon’s favorite swear word is 
“deleted”...therefore we, in the spirit of the times, have an 
answer to the school committee chairman. 

Mr. Locke, that is a crock of (deleted expletive). 

First, and this is fact: there were more people - many more 
- than the seven members of the school committee involved in 
those hearings held on May 28, May 29, June 4, and June 13. 
The position as chairman of the school committee is not 
tantamount to censor for all those people. And that is not 
hearsay. 


It is a fact that Jeanne Carter did not even know of the 
charges made against her before the school committee began 
the closed hearings. 

Is it not also a fact that when Jeanne Carter tried to learn of 
the “serious charges” against her that Superintendent of 
Schools, Dr. Gardner said he “would not discuss them unless 
she waived her rights to an attorney?” 

Most schools have a procedure to handle, with fairness and 
objectivity, any complaints received about teachers and yet 
provide a means whereby parents or students with genuine 
complaints or criticisma may indicate their feelings. 


Jeanne Carter was not even offered a direct confrontation 
with the parents and students who made the complaints. No 
meeting was held in the principal’s office or in the superin¬ 
tendent’s office with the teacher and the students and 
parents. Not one member of the administration or school 
committee even suggested that a meeting of the people in¬ 
volved and an open discussion might lead to mutual un¬ 
derstanding. Why? 


The point is, however, that especially if the complaint is T)f 
“serious charges”, there is no other way than through a 
confrontation. In every kind of occupation or profession in 
this democracy of ours, a person has the right to defend his 
actions and the teaching profession should be deserving of 
such a right. 

It seems that in our society today the teacher is in an ex¬ 
tremely vulnerable position and possibly more subject than 
ever before to unjust criticisms by those who desire to im¬ 
pose their will on a school system. This is especially true in a 
school system where it is intended (and for good reason) that 
controversial issues be a part of the curriculum.

A very impressive and 
seemingly successful summer 
program has currently hit the 
local scene. Park and Rec 
Director, Jack Kunasek, along 
with Assistant P & R Director, 
Leslie Clark, have put 
together a program for 
children during the summer 
months that appears to be the 
foundation for “fun in the sun” 
for many years to come. 

The program itself is geared 
towards the fulfillment of the 
youth’s spare time and also to 
strengthen their character, 
physical abilities, and all 
around skill. 

Ten playground sites in 
town have been opened, 
Monday through Friday, with 
two efficient group leaders 
in charge of the children 
whose ages range from 6-14. 

The group leaders are 
mostly people attending 
college or recent high school 
graduates. 

The staff received their 
mandatory training June 6-8 
at Springfield College. “I 
think the three day seminar at 
Springfield College helped 
them a lot,” stated Kunasek. 

At the seminar the staff 
received training in super¬ 
vision of playground, first aid, 
playground games and arts 
and crafts; along with various 
other types of skills. 

Miss Clark, coordinator of 
the summer program, holds a 
staff meeting each Friday 
afternoon to iron out any 
problems that may have 
occurred during the week and 
to receive reports from each 
staff individual on their daily 
activities. 

Mr. Kevin Littlefield holds 
the position of supervisor of 
the staff. His job is to make 
sure everything runs smoothly 
at all locations each -day. He 
reports his findings to Miss 
Clark. “Kevin is my eyes and 
ears,” Miss Clark said. 

The most unique playground 
activity is found at 
Meadowbrook Park, which is 
located off of River Road. 
Group leaders Hal Stuart and 
Susan Afflick have designed a 
mile and a half obstacle 
course where the kids com¬ 
pete. “Jack and I suggested 
the possibility of an obstacle 
course to them,” Miss Clark 
said. “Hal and Susan have 
done a terrific job.” 

The course is laid out over 
wooded and field terrain. 
Along the way such hin- 
derances as hurdles, tires, 
thin wooden bridges and a 
ladder climb make things all 
the more interesting for 
contestants. On July 12 the 
children of Meadowbrook 


Playground competed with 
Phelps School youngsters on 
the course. An individual race 
and two relay events 
highlighted the afternoon’s 
activities. 

The Park and Rec prpgram 
also provides tennis in¬ 
struction; bowling every 
Monday morning at Riverdale 
Lanes in West Side and a bus 
trip each Thursday. Two 
upcoming excursions are 
scheduled. On July 18 the 
youngsters will travel to 
Mountain Park and to the 
Boston Aquarium on July 25. 

A pre-school program has 
also been set up for Tuesday 
and Wednesday mornings at 
Shea’s Field from 9:30-11:30. 
The program is directed by 
Miss Clark 

Gymnastics are held at the 
New School on Wednesday for 
ages 6-10 and on Friday for 
youths 11-14. The program 
runs from 1-3 p.m. 

August 21 is the climax of 
the summer program. A field 
day for all playgrounds will be 
conducted at Shea’s Field. 

“Over 800 kids participate in 
our program and they’re 
really getting the most out of 
it,” Miss Clark stated. 

The enjoyment and con¬ 
tinued success of the new 
summer program seems 
assured. 

Kunasek. Miss Clark, and 
all of the many people who 
have, and are, working with 
the Park and Rec Department 
are to be commended. 

Many children in town will 
be enjoying the new summer 
program five days of the 
week, all summer long.

Selected For Consumer 


i ne Governor has signed an 
order passed by the 
legislature to set up a special 
commission to make a study 
of financial management 
practices by the State 
Treasurer’s office and the 
executive agencies. 

The measure received wide 
bi-partisan support. 

Charged with making its 
recommendations by 
November 15th of this year, 
the commission made up of 
legislators, state financial 
officials and Governor’s 
appointees will study state 
fiscal practices and try to find 
systems to stop the current 
waste of millions of dollars 
annually through archaic and 
sloppy investment practices 
and cash flow control. 

Essential to the com¬ 
mission’s success is the ap¬ 
pointment by the Governor of 
experts in money market 
dealings who are not bankers, 
who would raise a conflict of 
interest problems. For¬ 
tunately, the insurance and 
manufacturing companies 
and business schools of 
Massachusetts abound in such 
talent. 

ILLEGALGUNS 
The House passed 
legislation this week that 
would provide mandatory jail 
terms for persons convicted of 
illegally carrying firearms. 
LOCAL PREFERENCE FOR 
POLICE APPOINTMENTS 
A Bill giving preference in 
appointments to the police 
department to residents of the 
city or town in question was 
passed by the House this 
week. 


Arguments in support ot. the 
measure were that a local' 
resident would tend to have 
more rapport and un¬ 
derstanding of the com¬ 
munity—an essential part of 
modern police work with its 
many community relations 
aspects. 

TAXING THE AIRPORT 
By a 92-125 vote the House 
killed a Bill that would have 
made holders of leasehold 
interests in property owned by 
the Massachusetts Port 
Authority liable for local 
property taxes. 

The most obvious instance is 
the property on which private 
businesses operate at Logan 
Airport. They do not pay taxes 
to the City of Boston. 

A compromise amendment 
was offered that would con¬ 
tinue to exempt the airlines 
and such essentially con¬ 
nected services as baggage 
carriers, but would require 
businesses at the airport like 
restaurants, stores, and so 
forth to pay property taxes. 
This amendment was, 
however, defeated. 

Then came the vote by 
which the Bill itself was 
defeated. 


Price Index Survey 


The Springfield 
metropolitan area has been 
selected as one of the 85 urban 
areas in the United States to 
be surveyed for the revised 
Consumer Price Index, it was 
announced today by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics of 
the U.S. Department of Labor. 
The first survey, designed to 
obtain information on owned 
and rented dwellings, began in 
late June, and interviewers 
are now visiting households in 
the Springfield metropolitan 
area. This survey is one of 
several planned over the next 
3 years. The revised Con¬ 
sumer Price Index (CPI) is to 
be published beginning in the 
spring of 1977. 

The CPI measures the 
changes in retail prices paid 
by consumers for food, 
housing, and a variety of other 
goods and services. The CPI is 
a major measure of inflation, 
and one of the Nation’s most 
important and vital economic 
indicators. In addition, the 
wages, benefits, and pensions 
of millions of people are 
escalated using the CPI, as 


well as many rental, royalty, 
child support, and other 
agreements. 

The CPI presently covers 56 
urban areas, not including 
Springfield. Coverage is being 
expanded as part of the 
decennial revision program 
that is intended to reflect 
changes in consumer buying 
patterns. 

Information gathered will 
be used to calculate the 
national CPI which is 
published monthly and a 
regional index to be published 
quarterly. 

Bureau representatives will 
visit a scientifically selected 
sample of households. The 
information gathered will be 
held in strict confidence and 
will be used for statistical, 
purposes only. The Bureau 
urges the cooperation of area 
residents in this important 
survey. 


The data collectors will 
have with them credentials 
identifying them as employees 
of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 


The Governor has also 
signed into law, a Mosquito 
Control District for Hampden 
County which had been filed 
by the writer. We will contact 
all member communities in 
the County shortly to outline 
the procedures which, 
hopefully will standardize 
mosquito control without 
detrimental effect to the 
environment.
